Allied pressure against the Germans en the western front shows 
no signs of abating. 
In the reg;on 
of Metz the enemy is 
reported 
burning towns in the valley of 
the Moselle, probably in preparation 
for a retirement to beyond the Hindenburg line in this region. 


From Ypres to Rheims the British and French are carrying out 
local engagements with success. 
Between Lens and Ypres the Brit 
ish have pushed forward slightly, while northwest of St. Quentin tney 
are drifting to Verguier. which is on high ground and offers a good 
starting point of flanking movements. 
Aerial activity from Laon to 
Metz continued intense and possibly may be the forerunner of large 
scale infantry operations on this front. 
French 
aviators 
have 
ac­ 
counted for sixteen captive balloons and twelve 
enemy 
airplanes, 
while allied squadrons have been drenching enemy railway junctions. 
German artillery fire against the new American front southwest of 
Metz is very strong. 
The belief 
the enemy is digging in en the Hin­ 
denburg line is strengthened by 
the fact the bombardment 
has 
not 
been followed by infantry attacks. 
In Macedonia the allied forces continue their offensive against 
the Bulgarians with success. 
Important positions have been taken 
and more than 3,000 prisoners captured. 


So successful was the first thrust of the Serbian 
and 
French 
troops in the Sokol region of the Macedonian front that the attacking 
front has been extended to mere than twelve miles, on which the al­ 
lies have advanced over five miles. 
Several series of ridges bae been 
given up by the Bulgarians, who have also lost Graiesimitsa.
